Forgiveness. 

“I can forgive, but can never forget,” is the world’s 
maxim, and unworthy of being incorporated into the | 
creed of the Christian. It is so unlike the Divine | 
character; for God when He forgives our sins, is’ 
represented as forgetting them, and remembering | 
them no more against us forever; as casting them | 
away from him, and blotting out our transgressions | 
fom the book of his remembrance. Indeed, the | 
joys flowing from a sense of forgiven sin, would be | 
embittered did we have the constant apprehension 
that our transgressions were treasured up in the 
memory of Jehovah. When we have injured some 
dear friend, and obtained his forgiveness, it would be 
but a poor consolation for us to know that he con- 
stantly bore the injury he had sustained from us, in | 
his memory. We should feel little better for the | 
forgiveness extended to us. Yet this is the too com- 
mon way of forgiving each other at the present day. 
We may profess forgiveness, and think we feel and 
exercise it at the time, but by constantly keeping it 
in our minds—dwelling upon the injury we have re- 
ceived from the offending person or party, speaking | 
of it minutely whenever the offending persons are 
recalled to our recollection, and by cherishing the | 
remembrance of the wrong in our memories—by en- | 
couraging the thoughts of it, our hearts are little bet- 
ter for the forgiveness professedly exercised and ex- 
tended toward those who have injured us ; and con- 
sequently our matner towards them—our whole de- 
portment will be of a corresponding character. And 
the person or persons supposed to be forgiven, will 
have little manifestation of the fact, and can draw 
but very unsatisfactory and unhappy conclusions 
from our conduct and spirit toward them. On the} 
other hand, what should we think of the person who | 
did not have in a grateful remembrance the kind re- | 
collections of signal benefits we had conferred upon | 
them? We should undoubtedly think them very un- 
kind, and very forgetful. We should think they 
thought little upon the subject; yet such forgetful 
ones are sometimes found, which fact goes to show 
that we may easily forget that which we do not like 
to retain in our thoughts, that we may almost if not 
entirely banish it from our memory, so it will have 
ne effect upon our conduct, by turning our thoughts, 
and by watching our conduct and spirit closely, bid 
it depart from our minds. Yet the forgiving injuries, 
or supposed injuries, and still cherishing them in our | 
memories—this partie! and very questionable kind 
of forgiveness, is the kind we find too often exercis- 
ed toward each other; yea, even toward those pro- 
fessing the same faith—bound together by the same 
gospel ties—heirs, professedly, of the same inheri- 
tance in a world above—holding the same relations | 
in the bonds of Christian fellowship, and members of 
the same church on earth. And is not this the ap-| 
parent and prolific source of much of the disunion in | 
our churches? of envies, backbiting, scandal, un- 
kindness, slander, and the fruits of discord which 
may be nourished and gendered by this unchristian 
spirit, and thus by cultivating every sort of bitterness 
which springs up among them, destroy and eclipse 
the peaceable fruits of righteousness which are so 
beautiful and so adorning to the Christian church | 
and the character of the disciple of Jesus ! 

This fact is obvious from the strife—from the fre- 
quent inuendoes—the hard, uncharitable and dark 
meaning remarks—the unbecoming speeches which | 
those of the same church too often make respecting 
each other. “Why,” says brother A, “I do not 
know about brother B.; I used to think well of him, 
but since that affair happened, I cannot see him—I 
cannot hear him speak in public, but | think of it, | 
and though the matter is settled to the satisfaction 
of the church, yet it always comes up in my recol- | 
lections.” “ What,” says brother C, “I never knew 
any thing about the affair, do tell us all aboutit, It 
happened before I came here, (which fact brother A 
knew very well.) I must know what it is. I always ) 
thought there was something wrong about him.” 
“Well,” says brother A, “ it is net worth while to 
mention it, it will do no good now.” “Oh! yes,” 
says brother C, “J must know what you have refer- 
ence too.”” And here brother A goes into all the de- 
tails, giving his own peculiar coloring, to the satis- 
faction of brother C, who proves to be a most eager 
agd attentive listener, and hardly less guilty than 
the narrator, for had he shut his ears to the tale of 

slander, it would have returned to him with shame 
and confusion. Now how often does such, or similar | 
scenes occur between members of the same church, 
proving a most deplorable lack of that spirit of true 
and affectionate forgiveness which ought ever to 
characterize the sincere Christian, the professor of 
the religion of the Bible. And does not this un- 
christian spirit tend to nourish and foster discord, 
and bitterness of feeling! mar the peace and har- 
mony of the church of Christ, and throw the soul of 
its possessor into darkness and doubts? And can 
this spirit ever be pleasing in the sight of omniscient |

[OBITUARY OF MR. GILBERT MORGAN.) 


The subject of this notice was born in Salem, Ct., Aug. 
1804, where he spent most of the early part of his life. He 
was favored with a religious education, and the prayers of 
a pious father, who was a member of the Methodist church, 
and a preacher of the glorious gospel of the blessed God. 
Mr. M. grew up without a saving hope in the merey of 
God. Svon after becoming of age, he went South and 
spent several years in New Orleans. From thence he 
moved to Natchez, Miss. Here, with close application to 
business, and the crowning smiles of prosperity, he acquir- 
ed a fortune. In 1828 he had a severe attack of bilious fe. 
ver, which sowed the sceds of wasting consumption, of 
which disease he finally died. He, however, recovered 
from this sickness, so as to attend to his business, and en- 
joyed comfortable health until 1838, when the indications 
of consumption began to make their appearance. He now 
sought relief in a change of climate. He returned to his 
early home, and has since spent his summers among the 
** hills of his much loved New England.” 

It was on his return to Natchez in Nov. last, during a 
voyage from New York to New Orleans, that the writer 
formed an endearing acquaintance with Mr. M. and his 
pious lady. Mr. M. conversed freely upon the subject of 
religion, and often said, during this voyage, I am convine. 
ed of its importance, and know that I can never die in 
peace without its sustaining power; and while this confes- 
sion broke froin his tongue, the pearly drop fell from his 
eye. His health was delicate through the Winter. His 
failing strength warned him that what he did with regard 
to the scenes of time, or the retributions of eternity, must 
be done quickly. He closed his business, so that he left 
Natchez on the evening before the tornado that made such 
desolation and distress in that city in May last. He and 
his family arrived at the house of his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Enos West, in Windham, Ct., about the 13:h of June. 
All that medical skill could do, was done; but his disease 
was not to be driven from its purpose. He was able to ride 
out until a few weeks before his death. In solemn earnest. 
ness he now sought the pardoning mercy of his offended 
God. He was often heard pleading with God for forgive. 
ness, while he humbly confessed his sin. After his cdn- 
finement to his room, the writer had the privilege of paying 
him a visit. Giving me his hand, and looking me earnest. 
ly in the face, he said, while the tears run down his cheeks, 
‘can’t you tell me how I can find mercy in Jesus? Pray 


has mercy on my soul. I would give all that I have, and 
ten thousand such worlds as this, for an interest in Christ.” 
He was affectionately pointed to the Lamb for sinners slain, 
and in humble prayer commended to the compassion of 


in heart. His mind dwelt on his condition, as a ruined 
sinner, without the interposition of a Redeemer’s blood. 
He had a deep sense of the aggravated nature of his sins, 
and his utter helpleseness, and often expressed astonish. 
ment at the forbearance of God towards him. 

About two weeks before his death, he found pe:ce in be- 
lieving, and joy in the Holy Ghost. A heavenly calm now 
filled his soul. The Saviour was precious, and heaven so 
inviting to his weary soul, that on Thursday before his 
death, as the writer again stood beside his bedside, he said, 
“Good news! good news! Jesus is precious to my soul. 
Oh! this waiting, waiting, for the coming of Jesus seems 


with patience ti!l my change comes.” After speaking of 
the change grace bad made in his feelings since last we 
met, he said, Iam glad you have come, for you can sing. 
Well, said I, what shall I sing? Sing—O when shall I 
sce Jesus, and reign with him above, &c. While the 
hymn was singing, his soul seemed full of heaven, and he 
panted to fly away and be at rest. After prayer, on tak- 
ing the parting hand, he raised. his withering arms, and 
stretched them upwards, and said, * Farewell! It will be 
short; we shall meet again in glory.” On Sunday, the 
day previous to his death, he said to his wife, as he observ.

The 
theme of the sermon was, that God, by affliction, designed 
to educate his children for, and finally bring them to, the 
enjoyment of endless glory.

human family, and by their selfishness on a national 
scale, and their repulsion, of alien elements, resist- 
ing every assault from without in the shape of hos- 
tile invasion, and from an overpowering national 
pride, forbidding the introduction of new and foreign 
customs, we should not see so much mystery inter- 
woven with their existence. But this is not their 
state—far from it. They are neither a united and 
independent nation, nor a parasytic province. They 
are peeled, and scattered, and crumbled into frag- 
ments, but, like broken globules of quicksilver, im 
stinet with a cohesive power, ever claiming affinity, 
and ever ready to amalgamate. Geography, arms, 
genius, politics, and foreign help, do not explain their 
existence; time and climate and customs equally 
fail to unravel it. None of these are or can be the 
springs of their perpetuity. They have been spread 
ovet every part of the habitable globe; they have 
lived under the regime of every dynasty ; they have 
shared the protection of just laws, the proscription of 
cruel ones, and witnessed the rise and progress of 
both ; they have used every tongue, and have lived 
in every latitude. The snows of Lapland have chill- 
ed, and the suns of Africa have scorched them. 
They have drunk of the Tiber, the Thames, the Jor- 
dan, the Mississippi. In every century, and in eve- 
ry degree of latitude and longitude, we find a Jew. 
It is not so with any other race. Empires the most 
illustrious have fallen, and buried the men that con- 
structed them ; but the Jew has lived among the ru- 
ins, a living monument of indestructibility. Perse- 
cution has unsheathed the sword and lighted the fag- 
ot. Papal superstition and Moslem barbarism have 


and deep prejudice have visited on them most un- 
righteous chastisement, and notwithstanding all, 
they survive, Robert Montgomery, in his Messiah, 
thus expresses the relative position of the Jews:

Like their own bush on Mount Horeb, Israel has 
continued in the flames, but unconsumed. They are 
the aristocracy of Scripture, reft of their coronets— 
princes in degradation. A Babylonian, a Theban, a 
Spartan, an Athenian, a Roman, are names known 
in history only; their shadows alone haunt the 
world and flicker on its tablets. A Jew walks eve- 
ry street, dwells in every capital, traverses every 
exchange, and relieves the monotony of the nations 
ot the earth. The race has inherited the heir-loom 
of immortality, incapable of extinction or amalgama- 
tion. Like streamlets from a common head, and 
composed of waters of a peculiar nature, they have 
flowed along every stream, without blending with it, 
or receiving its color or its flavor, and traversed the 
surface of the globe, and the lapse of many centu- 
ries, peculiar, distinct, alone. The Jewish race, at 
this day, is perhaps the most striking seal of the 
truth of the sacred oracles. There is no possibility 
of accounting for their perpetual isolation, their de- 
pressed but distinct being, on any grounds save those 
revealed in the records of truth. Their aggregate 
and individual character is as remarkable as their 
circumstances. Meanness the most abject, and 
pride the most overbearing—the degradation of he- 
lote, and yet a conscious and a manifest sense of the | 
dignity of a royal priesthood—crouching, edzening, 
squeezing, grasping, on the exchange, in the shop, 
in the world, with nothing too low for them to do, or 
too dirty, if profitable, for them to pick up! and, not- 
withstanding, in the syuagogue, looking back along 
many thousand years to an ancestry, beside which 
that of our peers and princes is but of yesterday, re- 
garding, justly, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, as their 
great progenitors, and pressing forward, on the wings 
of faith, and hope, and promise, to a long expected 
day when they, now kings and princes in disguise, 
shall become so indeed, by a manifestation the most 
glorious, and a dispensation the most sublime. The 
people are a perpetual miracle—a living echo of 
heaven’s holy tones, prolonged from generation to 
generation.— Frazer's Magazine.
